Purpose of the meeting was to 
give emphasis and .sup[*>rt to the 
Minimum Foundation Program for 
Education in Kentucky. 

Dr. Adron Doran, president of 
Morehead State College, welcom- j 
ed the visitors and presided at the 
conference. The main auditorium 
was filled to capacity and a loud 
speaker was located in the gym- . 
nasium, which was also filled and 
a large crowd was standing on the 
outside 

President Doran said it was the 
largest assembly perhaps ever to 
meet on the campus Wendell 
Butler. State Superintendent of 
Public Instruction, praised the 
teachers of Kentucky and said 
that almost every home in East¬ 
ern Kentucky was represented by 
the teachers present who were 
teachers of their children. He 
emphasised the fact that teachers | 
must be united and stand togeth¬ 
er for the job ahead and to sell 
to the people the program for | 
education. 

J M Dotson, executive secre- i 
tary of the Kentucky Education 
Association, said the candidates 
tor Governor had pledged their 
support to thi* enactment of the 
program and mentioned the con¬ 
test sponsored by the Kentucky 
Bankers Association for the best 
essay regarding the Minimum 
Foundation Program 

Verne Horne, superintendent of 
Johnson county schools, emphas¬ 
ized die last that the people 
should get acquainted with the 
program and that the information 
should be given through news¬ 
papers and to have committees 
formed in each district for this 
purpose. 

Others speaking in behalf of 
the program Shirley Hughes, a 
Prestonsburg teacher; Lawrence 
Stewart, superintendent Ashland 
City schools, who said that Carl 
Reeves, music and band director 
at Ashland was a candidate for 
Representative and was first in¬ 
terested in supporting the educa¬ 
tional program; Alma McLain 
Maysville Elementary, principal 
who told what the program w'ould 
mean to elementary schools and 
how to work together to improve 
classroom teaching.

Growers Are Against 
Minimum Base Cut On 
Burley Leaf Quotas 

About 40 Morgan county bur- 
ley growers met in the court¬ 
house in West Liberty Saturday 
morning to discuss the burley 
price support and allotment pro- 

gi am liuw aciiousiy su4vaii.ui,u i 

because of a huge overproduction, i 
The meeting was called by the 
Morgan County Farm Bureau, 
and Ezra Bach, president of the 
bureau, presided. 

After a two-hour meeting, the 
growers voted unanimously to 
.-end telegrams to Kentucky’s two 
Senators and Representative Carl 
D. Perkins asking them to fight 
to retain the 7-tenths-acre base 
as a minimum allotment under 
the program. 

A bill now before Congress, 
drafted after three hearings from 
the burley industry, farm associa¬ 
tions and growers, provides that 
growers vote before May 1 on a 
further cut in allotments. The 
bill provides that a second cut up 
to 15% on allotments over 7- 
tenths acres be made this year in 
addition to the 10% cut already 
ordered by the U. S. Department 
of Agriculture, and that 7-tenths- 
acre bases be cut to 6-tenths, and 
6-tenths-acre bases be cut to 5- 
tenths, but that no base be cut 
below 5-tenths. The bill was de¬ 
feated by the House last Monday 
when some Congressmen objected 
to cutting the minimum base. A 
compromise measure is expected 
to be brought out this week. 

Roy Nickell reviewed the ac¬ 
reage and production figures on 
burley during the past few years 
and said there are two problems 
to face: (1) What are we to do 
about the surplus, and (2) What 
are we to do about production?

Mr. Holbrook pointed out that

j mum bases be cut along with the 
| rest, very little of the excess 
j poundage was from the moun- 
j tains. Morgan tobacco, he said, 
brought premium prices and the 
1 pool got very little mountain bur¬ 
ley. but the pool took 80% of 
Bluegrass burley last year. “Our 
soil here in Morgan is better 
I adapted to grow the type of bur- 
I ley the industry needs than is 
Bluegrass soil—that's why the 
Bluegrass is jealous of the moun¬ 
tain growers," he said. 

A motion by Jake Bradley that 
the gathering determine how lo¬ 
cal growers felt on poundage con¬ 
trols resulted in a vote of 19 to 1 
in favor of poundage controls in¬ 
stead ol acreage controls. 

All who spoke expressed oppo¬ 
sition to cutting minimum bases 
below 7-tenths of an acre.

The project got off to a late 
start this year, but it is really ex¬ 
pected to get going by next spring 
as farmers search for a new cash 
crop. 

Plants have been ordered di¬ 
rectly from Tennessee and these 
have already been sent to the 
growers. Some 25.000 plans are 
coming off of an order from Row¬ 
an county and these will be in 
about March 30 

Care of Plants On Arrival 

Quite often the plants may ar¬ 
rive from the nursery at a time 
Inconvenient for planting Plants 
come from the nursery tied in 
bundles with 25 to the bundle If 
the plants can not be set for sev¬ 
eral days, they should be heeled 
in. Select a well-darined area 
that is protected from the sun 
and wind. Dig v-shaped trenches 
about 4 to 6 inches deep. Cut the 
strings on the bunches and dis¬ 
tribute the plants, one deep, along 
the trench and cover the root* 
with fine, moist soil and firm 
well The crowns should be just 
above ground as in planting. Wa¬ 
ter the plants well after heeling in 
unless the ground is quite moist.

HOUSE BLOCKS 
QUICK VOTE ON 
BURLEY QUOTAS 

Poliavad Rp* Jv 

To Agree On A 
.6-Acre Minimum 


BULLETIN 

The House of Representatives 
late Thursday voted down an 
amendment to retain minimum 
acreage allotments at 7-tenths 
of an acre, and passed the 
acreage allotment bill as orig¬ 
inally drafted by the Agricul¬ 
tural sub-committees of the 
Senate and House. The bill 
now goes to the Senate. 

WASHINGTON, March 21—A 
bill to reduce burley tobacco 
production was beaten in the 
House this afternoon by a 14- 
vote margin. 

The bill was introduced under 
an unusual procedure which per¬ 
mitted no amendments from the 
floor but which required a two- 
thirds majority to pass. 

The only argument over the 
bill was the cutting of the mini¬ 
mum acreage allotment below 7- 
tenths of an acre. 

Representative George A. Shu- 
ford (D.. N. C.), an opponent of 
cutting the minimum, predicted 
the 7-tenths acre allotment would 
be compromised at 6-tenths acre 
instead of 5-tenths acre. But 
Representative Carl D. Perkins, 
Hindman. Ky„ Democrat, said he 
was still holding out for no cut 
in the 7-tenths acre minimum. 

Al! Kentucky Representatives 
voted for the bill except Perkins 
of the Seventh district, and Siler 
of the Eighth. 

Rep. Cooley (D., N.C.), told the 
House that committee members 
were agreed upon all provisions 
of the bill to keep burley supply 
in line with consumer demand— 
except for the minimum-acreage 
provision. 

The bill provides that a refer¬ 
endum be called for the growers 
to decide for or against certain 
reductions. Allotments of 7-tenths 
acre would be cut not more than 
one-tenth of an acre in any one 
year but in no case below 5- 
tenths acre. Thus, a 7-tenths al¬ 
lotment would drop to 6-tenths 
and a 6-tenths acre allotment to 
5-tenths. 

Rep Watts of Nicholasville, Ky. 
said that the Department of Ag¬ 
riculture has warned that a 50 
percent reduction is needed in 
production in the next two years 
to avert increasing the already- 
dangerous burley surplus. 

Perkins said he had 4,000 small 
growers in his tiisLict and their 
tobacco crop represented from 
S600 to S800 annually. They have 
no other cash crop and can’t af¬ 
ford a cut, he said. 

Allotments above the present 
7-of-an-acre minium could not 
be cut more than 15 per cent. 
A 10 per cent cut has already 
been put on 1955 acres and this 
would bring the total cut to 25 
per cent. 

The other sections provide for: 

1. An increase pentlty for 
marketing “red-card” tobacco 
grown in excess of the growers’ 
quota. The penalty, now 50 per 
cent of the previous year, would 
be raised to 75 per cent. 

2. Prevention of any burley 
acerage harvested in excess of 
alloted acerage from being added 
to next year’s allotment. 

3. Penalization of any grower 
falsely reporting on his acerage 
grown. The amount falsely re¬ 
ported would be cut out of his 
next year's allotment. 

Approval of the bills in the 
referendum requires a two-thirds 
majority vote by the growers. 
Failure to approve means there 
will be no support price for 
burley.

In the long ago the Psalmist 
said, "The Lord is my Shepard, 
I shall not want He maketh mo 
to lie down in "green pastures”, 
He leadeth me beside the still 
waters.” In that day the shep¬ 
herds, the farmers searched for 
green pastures. Some years ago 
Richard C. Miller, Extension 
Sheep Specialist from the Univer¬ 
sity of Kentucky, wrote an article 
entitled ’Too Valuable to Plow ” 
Mr. Miller was writing about the 
bluegrass soils in Central Kent¬ 
ucky — land selling tven then 
for $400 to $500 per acre. They 
still plow very little of this land 
even though sorr.<* of it has chang¬ 
ed hands for $800 an acre and up. 

Green pastures have been asso¬ 
ciated with contentment, but 
green pastures are now associated 
with “green dollars” which spells 
contentment and better living. 

Permanent pastures are one oi 
the best investments the Morgan 
County farmer can make. An 
investment and accomplishement 
in community life is remember¬ 
ed longer when a man has built 
a productive farm than when his 
name is chistled in stone or gra¬ 
nite. Tne community, state and 
nation are stronger because this 
man has lived, because he has left 


something for prosperity. 

The University of Kentucky 
through the Morgan County Agent 
has set up one of twelve pasture 
fertilization experiments in Mor¬ 
gan County where different rates 
of fertilizers are used. 

The farmer has built his tob¬ 
acco fields to a high state of fer¬ 
tility. He can do his pasture 
fields the same way by taking 
one or two fields at the time hav¬ 
ing a soil test run and applying 
fertilizer and enough lime to 
really do the job. He must lime 
and fertilize. We have several 
reliable sources of power equip¬ 
ment in Morgan County for cle¬ 
aning and preparing land for 
pasture. It costs money, but it 
costs a grate deal more not to do 
it. Now, is an excellent time to 
get into sheep or the Kentucky 
cow and calf plan of dairing. 
i.oans car, be secureo lor pasture, 
fencing, water supply and live¬ 
stock Livestock farming is a 
pleasant way of farming and a 
good way to save our soil. Pride 
of ownership reaches to a state 
of perfection through livestock. 

The ’county agent’s office has 
new bulletins on “seeding mead¬ 
ow and pasture crops” and “fer¬ 
tilizers their purchase and use.”

THE TOBACCO AMENDMENTS ARE NOT 
SO BAD AS WE FIRST THOUGHT 

First off. when we heard details of the amendments for 
cutting burley allotments we were sorely disappointed. We 
had hoped that the seven-tenth-acre bases would not have 
to be cut. 

But, actually those who have one acre or eight- or nine- 
tenths will be hurt worse proportionately than the seven- 
tenths man. They will take the 25% cut—and that will be 
two-tenths for the eight- and nine-tenths-acre men and the 
one-acre man. But the seven-tenths-acre man takes only a 
one-tenth-acre cut this year. 

And, the larger grower will have one-fourth of his base 
cut. A two-acre base thus w'ill be cut to 1 *2 acres—and all 
the others at the same ratio. 

Two sections of the new amendment seldom mentioned in 
our waitiriH? over the cuts will hurt (and thus heln) nearly as 
much as the cuts. These are the provisions to eliminate falsi¬ 
fying excess acreage grown, and elimination of red card acre-

STRAWBERRIES 

(Continued from page one) 
Setting the Plants 

Early spring is the time to plant 
strawberries in Kentucky. Fall 
planting often is not satisfactory 
because of injury to the plants 
from hearing (alternate freezing 
and thawing). They should be 
planted as early as the ground 
can be worked in March or early 
April. This enables the plant to 
become established and make 
runners before hot, dry weather 
comes. Plants formed from early 
runners will produce several 
times as much fruit as those 
formed from later ones. 

The plants should be put in 
rows four feet apart and 26 to 30 
inches apart in the row. It takes 
4.000 plants to set one acre. This 
is for the matted row system of 
culture which is the only one used 
in Kentucky. Marking off the 
ground is desirable for hand 
planting. This may be done with 
a marker. The runners are lengths 
2 by 4 inch oak. spaced four feet 
apart. 

If the roots are too long, they 
may be cut back. This is especi¬ 
ally helpful in machine planting. 
The roots may be easily pruned 
by placing bunches of plants on 
a board and cutting them off with 
a sharp knife so that the remain¬ 
ing roots are five to six inches 
long.

Social Security for farm fami¬ 
lies, how it works and what far¬ 
mers need to do about it are 
explained in a booklet just isued 
under the joint sponsorship of 
the Internal Revenue Service and 
the Social Security Administrat¬ 
ion. It was mailed to rural and 
star route boxholders in the Ash¬ 
land, Kentucky area, it was ann¬ 
ounced today by Robert A Flynn, 
district manager of the Ashland 
Social Security Office, and Wil¬ 
iam M. Gray, District Director 
of the Louisville office of the 
Internal Revenue Service. 

This booklet is directed to the 
self-employed farmer, farm emp¬ 
loyers, and farm workers—app¬ 
roximately 5'2 milion in all—who 
were brought under social sec¬ 
urity on January 1. The purpose 
of the publication is to acquaint 
them with their benefits and tax 
obligations under the old-age and

booklet streses the need for self- 
employed farmers and hired farm 
workers to apply for social secu¬ 
rity account card if they do no! 
already have one; it also points 
out to the farm operator who 
employs workers that he should 
secure an agricultural employer’s 
identification number Examples 
are given of the monthly benefit 
payments for themselves and their 
families toward which farmers 
are now building under the old- 
age and survivors insurance pro¬ 
gram. 

One section of the booklet is 
devoted to explanations of how 
and when a farm operator will 
report his earnings from self- 
employment on the same return 
on which he reports Federal 
income tax. He will pay self- 
employment are $400 or more. 
If the farm operator reports his 
income tax on a calendar year 
basis, his first report and pay¬ 
ment of self-employment tax will 
be made for the calendar 
1955, and will be due not latci 
than April 1956 

If a farm operator has a work¬ 
er to whom he expects to pay at 
least $100 in cash wages during 
1955. he is advised in the book¬ 
let to keep a record of the name, 
social security acount number, and 
the amount of wages paid to the 
worker. The farm employer. I 
moreover, is told that he should | 
deduct two percent social secur¬ 
ity tax from all cash wages paid 
to each such employee As the 
employer, he must contribute an 
equal amount, report the wages, 
and pay the total social security 
tax of four percent to the Dist¬ 
rict Director of Internal Revenue 

The booklet includes an appl¬ 
ication form which employers of 
form workers may send to the 
District Director. P. O. Box 60, 
Louisville. Kentucky, in order to 
obtain further instructions, tax 
return forms, and an employer's 
identification number.

Before 
going too far with your plans for 
alfalfa, better have the soil type 
checked and soil tests made It 
simply will not grow on poorly 
drained soils. Alfalfa may be 
seeded either near the first of 
April or the middle of September 
The important thing in obtaining 
a stand of alfalfa is not the time 
of seeding as much as the condi¬ 
tions under which it is seeded— 
high fertility, firm seed bed and 
good seed, properly placed. 

HAPPY BIRTHDAY. As the 
U. S Forest Service celebrates 
its fiftieth anniversary this year, 
we in Kentucky are just begin¬ 
ning to realize the importance of 
trees to our economy. 

The Forest Service has been 
largely responsible for the change 
in the American attitude towards 
forests. A generation or two ago 
there were two schools of thought 
one, the exploiter of timber that 
cut, destroyed and moved on to 
new areas to cut, destroy and 
move again; the sentimentalist 
who thought it a sin to cut any 
tree Now we are beginning to 
see forests in their true perspec¬ 


tive—a crop that prevents erosion, 
reduces floods and provides raw 
material for a growing list of 
industrial products. It is a crop 
that should be harvested as ma¬ 
turity is reached juet like any 
other crop. 

A lot of development is taking 
place in Kentucky’s forest front 
Perry county is working on a 
program to plant a million trees 
in 1955. A U. S. Forest Research 
Center has just been established 
at erea. Seven new timber in¬ 
dustries have been started in the 
state during the past feWmonths 
and three old ones have been ex- j 
panded. Of these ten plants, eight■ 
are using local labor to produce 1 
finished products Forty-five per- j 
cent of Kentucky’s area is classed 
as forest land and in some coun-l 
ties it exceeds ninety percent | 
Certainly the care and utilization 
of this land is very important to 
the state's welfare. So we in 
Kentucky congratulate the For¬ 
est Service for their fifty years of 
service and wish for them many 
happy returns of the day!

The index of Prices Received 
by Farmers rose one point (4 ten¬ 
ths of one percent) during the 
month ending in mid-February, 
the crop Reporting Board anoun- 
ced this week. At 245 percent of 
its 1910-14 average, the index was 
5 percent lower a year earlier 
During the past month a sharp 
contra-seasonal increase in eggs 
prices and higher prices for cattle 
chickens, and oranges slightly 
more than offset lower prices 
for hogs, strawberries, milk and 
cotton. The livestock and Live¬ 
stock Product Index rose 2 per¬ 
cent during the past month while 
the All Crop Index declined 1 'T. 

The Parity Index (Prices Paid I 
for Commodities, Interest, Taxes, 
and Wage Rates) held steady dur¬ 
ing the month ended February 
15 at 283 Decreases in retail 
prices of family living items were 
offset by increases in prices paid | 
for farm production goods. The 
index was 1 point (about 1/3 of 
1 percent > higher than a year 
earlier. With prices received for 
farm products advancing slight¬ 
ly over the mid-January level 
and with no change in the Parity 
Index, the Parity Ratio rose 1 
point to 87.

Old Jiul^e O’Rear Is 
( In IIis New Colonelc 


The new amendments to the so¬ 
cial security law creates a bigger 
and more generous system. Re¬ 
tirement payments are increased, 
as are family payments when a 
worker dies, and retired people 
are permitted to earn more With¬ 
out losing their monthly benefit 
payments. In addition to these 
changes, millions more are com¬ 
ing under the system for the first 
time beginning in January 1955. 
Those who are covered under the 
law for the first time can find 
answers to most of their questions 
in leaflets and booklets which 
may be obtained at any social 
security district office. 

Farm operators, beginning with 
January 1, 1955, are compulsorily 
covered under social security just 
as is any other self-employed 
business man, and they will, 
therefore, pay their social secur¬ 
ity tax along with their income 
tax return for 19.15 by April 15, 
1956. If the farmer does not have 
a social security account number, 
he should secure one from the 
nearest social security district 
office before his first tax return 
is due If he needs tax informa¬ 
tion he should contact the near¬ 
est district office of Internal 
Revenue Service. 

Many more farm workers are 
also covered under social secur¬ 
ity for the first time beginning 
with 1955. Farm workers who 
met strict regularity-of-employ- 
ment tests have been covered 
since January 1, 1951. Now the 
new law brings into the system 
any farm worker who receives at 
least $100 cash wages from a 
farm employer in one year. No 
specific number of days will 
have to be worked. 

Farm hands who do not have 
a social security account number 
card should secure one right 
away. Any farm employer or 
employee should check with his 
neatest social secuiity office to 
learn just what his rights and 
responsibilities are under the new 
social security law.

The seriousness of the present 
burley tobacco situation promot¬ 
ed the Executive committee of 
the Kentucky Farm Bureau three 
weeks ago to approve program of 
action to help make adjustments 
In the present tobacco control 
program. Most of the proposals 
had been submitted by the state 
Farm Bureau Tobacco Commit¬ 
tee earlier this year. 

Farmers in Kentucky experi¬ 
enced an 8% cut in acreage last 
year, yet more tobacco was mar¬ 
keted than the year previously, 
the committee reported, in citing 
surplus tobacco as the major 
problem in the burley program 

"This over-orod net inn has ser¬ 
ious consequences when proper 
balance between supply and de¬ 
mand is the important phase of 
a program of this type," Burl St. 
Clair, Falls of Rough, Federation 
president, said. "To attain this 
balance, we must cut out excess 
tobacco and reduce allotted acre¬ 
age,” he added. 

Considerations in the market¬ 
ing of tobacco and the measur¬ 
ing of allotments that were agreed 
to by the Executive Committee 
were: 

1. To train those persons re¬ 
sponsible for measuring tobacco 
acreage by engineers and other 
college personnel. 

2. That one person be respon¬ 
sible for all measurements in the 
county. 

3. To destroy all excess tobacco 
in the field, when possible. 

4. That marketing cards should 
be presented at scales when crops 
are weighed, with no crop to be 
weighed without marketing card. 

5. That all allotments, adjust¬ 
ments, listings of new growers, 
and excess marketing be posted 
in the Agricultural Stabilization 
and Conservation office for pub¬ 
lic information. 

8. That the amount allotted for 
acreage adjustments and the 
amount allotted to new growers 
be reduced from one-half of 1% 
to one-tenth of 1%. 

7. That allotments given to new 
farmers be based on qualification 
of landowner and not tenant. 

8. To increase penalty for over¬ 
production to 75% of previous 
year’s average selling price. 

9. To require strict compliance

FRANKFORT. Ky„ March 5— 
A Kentucky Colonel at 92! 

That dutiless honor was con¬ 
ferred upon the oldest active 
practitioner at the legal bar of 
Kentucky a few days ago by Lt. 
Gov. Emerson Beauchamp—upon 
a man upon whom many honors 
have been conferred. 

Judge Edward Clay O’Rear— 
92 years young—who yet walks 
with sprightly step, swinging a 
cane about as though it were a 
plaything, and wears the tradi¬ 
tional Kentucky Colonel’s goatee 
—fittingly—prizes the Colonelcy 
conferred unon him bill withfh*. 
distinct understanding that he is 
“the non-fighting, peace-loving 
brand of Colonel.” 

Self-educated, a one-time judge 
and chief justice of the Kentucky 
Court of Appeals and, in 1911. 
Republican nominee for governor 
of Kentucky, Judge O’Rear boasts 
that he is a graduate of the 
“University of Camargo.” Ca- 
margo, the village near where he 
was bom, is in Montgomery coun¬ 
ty. It was there he attended 
school until he was nine years 
old. 

A few years later he was a 
printer’s devil in the Kentucky 
Sentinel office, Mt. Sterling, and 
then foreman in a West Liberty 
print shop. While engaged in 
that endeavor he “read law”— 
as the expression goes in the 
mountains—under Colonel John 
Thomas Hazelrigg, whose daugh¬ 
ter he later married. 

He was admitted to practice 
law at Salyersville in adjacent 
Magoffin county in 1882. But his 
first practice was in Elliott coun¬ 
ty, county seat of which is Sandy 
Hook—then known as Martins- 
burg. 

“In those days lawyers rode 
the circuit,” Judge O’Rear rem¬ 
inisces. “Judge Wick Kendall, 
West Liberty, a former common¬ 
wealth attorney and later a mem¬ 
ber of Congress, was a traveling 
companion in that first journey 
into Elliott county. Circuit court 
was to open there the next Mon¬ 
day. 

“I rode with Judge Kendall to 
the home of William Weddington 


"I made up my mind that if 
elected governor I would ap¬ 
point till the next regular elec¬ 
tion the judge to fill the vacan¬ 
cy,” observes Judge O’Rear, “but 
if defeated, I Vould nevertheless 
resign, and let the then governor 
fill the vacancy by appointment. 
Thai resolution I carried out. 

'My reasoning was thus: If I 
acted as judge while a candidate 
for governor, some people might 
feel that I would be partial to 
my supporters, and not impar¬ 
tial to such as had voted against 
me. 

“Though I felt I could be im¬ 
partial in either event (as though 
the voting had been in my race 
for judge) that the prestige of 
the court might suffer from my 
continued service during and fol¬ 
lowing the gubernatorial cam¬ 
paign. 

Judge O’Rear was nominated 
for governor while a judge but 
did not resign until after the 
election.

If for any reason your child is 
sick or out of school, then check 
with the child’s teacher about 
this material, or you may lose 
the opportunity for your child to 
receive this free serum, as only 
those who give permission at 
once win be entitled to receive 
this vaccine free if and when it 
is given by the Morgan County 
■Department of Health, under the 
supervision of a licensed physi¬ 
cian. 

It is expected that the giving 
of the new Salk polio vaccine will 
be sometime in April if it is li¬ 
censed by the Federal govern¬ 
ment. If it is not licensed it will 
not be given, bui we must be 
ready by the time the report is 
released on the carefully checked 
records of the 1,830,000 school 
children who participated in the 
nationwide field trial sponsored 
by the National Foundation for 
Infantile Paralysis last year when 
this same type of serum was 
given. 

This gigantic program whereby 
every first and second grade child 
in the United States and Alaska 
may receive free this valuable 
protection will be possible only 
through the cooperative efforts of 
the National and local foundation 
for Infantile Paralysis, the State 
and local Departments of Health 
and the State and local boards of 
education. Here in Morgan county 
we of these three organizations 
are making every effort to have 
this serum available for these two 
grades in the very near future. 
Later it may be possible for other 
children to obtain this serum 
through your family doctor, but 
we have no information as to 
what the cost of serum will be 
when given by femi!'* dcctcr.

Judge O’Rear is a staunch Re¬ 
publican and proud of it, and 
numbers among his friends many 
ardent Democrats. He meets this 
argument pleasantly: 

"Many of my best friends are 
Democrats and most of my cli¬ 
ents have been such. Besides, 
I’m about as close in my beliefs 
to their patron saint, Thomas 
Jefferson, as anyone.” 

While reminiscing on the score. 
Judge O’Rear is particular to 
urge the potency of such Jeffer¬ 
sonian fundamentals as “grand 
division of powers of govern¬ 
ment among executive, legisla¬ 
tive and judicial departments" 
as a sound rule with each branch 
being “distinctly and emphati¬ 
cally separated into independent 
co-ordinate powers. 

“Lately, it is becoming the 
fashion to give to the Court of 
Appeals ministerial power in 
such matters as tax assessments, 
liquor licenses, and fixing rates 
for common carriers and other 
ministerial matters,” observes the 
Judge. "Ours is not a govern¬ 
ment by courts. 

"The Court of Appeals, with 
due respect to the integrity of its 
members, should be confined in 
its jurisdiction to that of appeals 
in juridicial matters alone, and 
in requiring all inferior courts, 
by appropriate writs, to act with¬ 
in their lawful jurisdiction. 

"The lust for power is the root 
of all evil in men. Judges of 
courts are not excepted. No court 
of original jurisdiction ever de¬ 
nies itself a power it wants ex¬ 
cept in fear of reversal; and no 
court of final jurisdiction denies 
itself a power it wants unless it 
has a crowded docket.

“That’s good Jeffersonian doc¬ 
trine. is it not?"

mediate radiation or fall-out It 
is fall-out that is the new’ and 
terrible challenge of the giant 
atomic bombs and “the super." 
or hydrogen bomb. 

In a hydrogen bomb test, de¬ 
tonated on the earth's surface or 
near the surface, here is what 
would happen, on the basis of the 
Pacific test, according to the of¬ 
ficial AIX’ statement: 

“About 7,000 square miles of 
territory down wind from the 
point of burst would be so con¬ 
taminated that survival might de¬ 
pend upon prompt evacuation of 
the area or upon taking shelter 
and other protective measures." 

The use of the qualifier "might” 
is stating facts as gently as pos¬ 
sible. 

A reading of the official state¬ 
ment leaves not a shred of doubt 
that early warning of imperative 
attack—five or six hours—is man¬ 
datory in the hydrogen age. It 
establishes, also, that if a person 
who cannot travel outside the 
area of attack is to protect him¬ 
self—and that would include most 
persons under this scale of opera¬ 
tion—the only safe place is below¬ 
ground. 


while the West—the imperialists 
—would be destroyed. 

The Strauss statement makes 
clear that if a hydrogen type of 
war should ever be unleashed, no 
nation and no people involved 
could expect to experience any¬ 
thing but ruin. 

Vast Area Imperiled 

Mr. Strauss confirmed again 
that the hydrogen device, as he 
called what is widely believed to 
have been a true H-bomb, tested 
at the Pacific proving grounds 
March 1, 1954. caused an explo¬ 
sion in the range of “millions of 
tons" of TNT. as compared to the 
Hiroshima bombs, which W’as 20,- 
000 tons. 

This bomb, dropped on a coral 
island, caused a fall-out that dur¬ 
ing the next 36 hours w-ould 
“have seriously threatened the 
lives of nearly all persons" in an 
area down wind from the bomb, 
nr toward which the wind was 
blowing—an area 140 miles long 
by 20 miles wide. 

Normally AEC phrases and 
words need to be translated and 
this is no exception. When the 
AEC or Mr. Strauss says “se¬ 
verely threatened” that is polite 
language for what an ordinary 
citizen would consider about as 
drastic as could be. It virtually 
means cataclysmic. 

If the reader will transpose an 
area 140 miles long by 20 miles 
wide on a familiar section of the 
United States, spreading it out¬ 
ward from a major city, he will 
have his own idea of why Mr. 
Strauss speaks of the peril to 
civilization which thermonuclear 
weapons present. 

In addition, if a reader will re¬ 
alize that when thermonuclear 
weapons should be used it would 
not be just one H-bomb that 
would be directed at a nation, but 
many—perhaps 50. half of which 
might be expected to reach the 
target area—that would be suf¬ 
ficient to approach what the mili¬ 
tary calls “insupportable damage" 
in either the United States or 
any urbanized country. 

Four Effects Noted 

Atomic and hydrogen weapons 
have four effects: Blast, heat, im¬ 


Wool sheared after Jan. 1, this 
year, and sold after April 1 will 
be eligible for the new wool in¬ 
centive payments provided for in 
the National Wool Act, notes 
Kichurd C. Miller of the Univer¬ 
sity of Kentucky. 

Wool producers who shear their 
sheep between Jan 1 and April 
1 this year and who want their 
wool to be eligible for incentive 
payments should be careful to re¬ 
tain ownership of the wool un¬ 
til after April 1, Mr Miller states. 
The wool may be stored in a 
commercial warehouse or con¬ 
signed for future sale, but the 
owner will need to retain title 
during this period if the wool is 
to be eligible for payments. 

Under the National Wool Act 
of 1954. the Secretary of Agricul¬ 
ture has announced an incentive 
price ot 02 cents per pound fur 
shorn wool, grease basis, for the 
1955 marketing year. Payments 
will be made to producers if the 
national average price received 
by all producers of wool falls 
below the incentive price. 

Each producer should sell his 
wool for the best possible price, 
Mr Miller stresses because in¬

A single H-bomb, exploded near 
the surface of the earth, could 
threaten the existence of every 
person within an area of 7.000 
square miles. Mr. Strauss and the 
ART 1 He: Isrp This was the actual 
area contaminated by its Bikini 
H-bomb of last year. The esti¬ 
mate of how drastic the challenge 
of the H-bomb could be is nearly 
tfice as great as the estimates of 
journalistic prophets, and Mr 
Strauss is not a man to make rash 
statements. 

There can be no possible doubt, 
therefore, that a shadow hangs 
over the world, midway through 
the I’Oth century. 

Nor can there be any doubt 
that President Eisenhower is be¬ 
hind Mr. Strauss in this an¬ 
nouncement. Mr. Strauss is not 
one *o take any major step with- 
cut thf President's approval. Ho 
always has worked closely with 
the President, being his special 
adviser on atomic energy matters 
(as well as chairman of the AEC). 
And he went with Mr. Eisenhower 
to Bermuda in December. 1953, 
Wh<Kl t.ic (’resident decided to 
launch his atoms-for-peace plan 
ai the United Nations. 

Nor car there be any doubt 
that this annou ’cement is as im¬ 
portant for the Soviet Union and 
Communist China—whose Vya¬ 
cheslav M Molotov and Mai Ta¬ 
tung ir. recent days have pro¬ 
claimed to their own peoples that 
in any future war they would 
emerge undamaged and victorioU3 


WASHINGTON. D C.—In a 
statement vital to all humanity, 
the United States confirms offi¬ 
cially that thermonuclear weap¬ 
ons, hydrogen bombs will threaten 
the continuance of civilization if 
they are ever used. 

Lewis L. Strauss, chairman of 
the Atomic Energy Commission, 
has made this indisputably appar¬ 
ent in his long and detailed state¬ 
ment issued just before the 1955 
atomic weapons tests at the Ne- 

Vaua ptuWttp ^rcur. r?. 

A few reporters and specialists 
in atomic energy for some time 
have declared that the advent of 
the hydrogen age presented perils 
beyond the imagination of many 
persons, though support for these 
statements from official quarters 
has been lacking. 

One or two public figures such 
as Secretary of State John Foster 
Dulles have hinted as much, and 
President Eisenhower more than 
once has disclosed his intense 
concern at the development of 
hydrogen weapons. 

But until Mr. Strauss issued 
his 19-page typewritten statement 
declaring thermonuclear weapons 
could do more than even the 
prophets of gloom, as some cor¬ 
respondents were dubbed, had 
forecast, there was little that was 
official on the H-bomb challenge 
upon which people could rely. 

There were reports, periodi¬ 
cally, that the administration 
would conduct an “Operation 
Candor” but nothing happened 
and the prospect was forgotten 
until Mr. Strauss, fulfilling a 
pledge to reporters made last De¬ 
cember, conducted his own "Oper¬ 
ation Candor." It is nothing less 
than that. 

Mr. Strauss's language is none¬ 
theless restrained. But there can

On the Republican side in the 
coming campaign for Governor, a 
repitition of the 1952 tight be¬ 
tween that party's liberals and 
conservatives is indicated by re¬ 
ports that James L. Clay has 
been endorsed in his race for 
nomination as governor by form¬ 
er Federal District Judge Charles 
L Dawson and others who backed 
the late Sen Robert A Taft for 
the presidential nomination in 
1852 

Edwin R. Denney, who has 
submitted h i s resignation as 
United States district attorney 
and who is expected to get into 
the race for his party’s nomina¬ 
tion for governor, was appointed 
by President Eisenhower. He is 
generally regarded as the favor¬ 
ite of the pro-Eisenhower-John 
Sherma" Cooper wing of the 
Republican party. 

Led by Judge Dawson, the Re¬ 
publican conservatives gave Taft 
all but one of the Kentucky dele¬ 
gation votes at the 1952 Republi¬ 
can national convention. The 
lone delegate pledged to Eisen¬ 
hower was former Congressman 
Thruston Ballard Morton, now an 
assistant secretary of state. But 
at the Republicans’ annual Lin¬ 
coln Day dinner this year, it ap¬ 
peared that a majority of those 
present favored Denney for gov¬ 
ernor. 

If that proves to have been an 
indication of statewide sentiment 
among GOP voters, the conserva¬ 
tive element will suffer defeat 
this time, although both Clay 
and Denney probably will try 
to avoid getting their race tied 
in with the 1952 fight.
